1. IN MEETING NOV 14 WITH JAPANESE, UK AND US MISOFFS, ROK 
MINISTER HAM AGAIN URGED WE NOW GIVE TOP PRIORITY TO DEFEAT 
OF HOSTILE RESOLUTION IN FIRST COMITE. HAM SAID THAT EVEN 

IF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION WINS AS WE EXCEPT BY COMFORTABLE 
MARGIN, ADOPTION OF HOSTILE RESOLUTION WOULD CREATE 
"SERIOUS DOMESTIC PROBLEM" FOR ROK GOVT SINCE IT WOULD MARK 
FIRST TIME THAT UN BODY HAD APPROVED PYONGYANG POSITION ON 
KOREAN ISSUE. HAM SAID THAT LATEST ROK VOTE COUNT ON HOSTILE

AMONG AFRICANS, AND THAT UPPER VOLTA DECISION TO CO-SPONSOR
